| ATHLETIC HAWAIIANS. 


They Dive and Swim Like Fish and Climb 
Trees Like Squirrels. 

The Hawaiians, it may be premised, are 
all veritable amphibians, and seem as much 
at homein the wateras on terrafirma. I 
saw some one throw a dime into the water 
and in plunged alittle fellow afterit. ina 
few moments he appeared with the coin 
between his teeth. Another dime was cast 
into the sea ata greaterdistance away. As 
quick as a flash the young lad was after it, 
and shortly he appeared on the surface with 
the prize as before. The passenger who 
was thus experimenting with his loose 
change was puzzled. He could not under- 
stand how the money was gotten so readily, 
when the idea occurred to him that it was 
probably owing to the thinness of the coin 
which prevented it from sinking in the 
water with any degree of rapidity. He ac- 
cordingly threwin a quarter and felt confi- 
dent th uperior gravity would cause 
it to failso rapidly that it would be abso- 
lutely impossible for the youngster to get 
it. Butin this he was mistaken. As before, 
he came to the surface successful and tri- 
umpbantly shouted to the astonished exper- 
imenter: “Do you wish to throw in any 
more?” Curiosity was satisfied. No more 
money was thus thrown away. A man 
might bankrupt himself in a diversion of 
this kind, for, as an old seaman observed: 
“One might throw coins in the sea all day 
andthe young Kanaka would never niiss 
one of them.”’ 

And the wavy these young fellows can 
climb! It is simply wonderful. I wished 
om one occasion, writes Rev. J: A. Zahm in 
the Hawaii Island of Paradise, to get some 
cocoanuts from a tree hard by and called a 
young native to procure them for me. The 
tree, from the ground to where the nuts 
were, was at least sixty or seventy feet 
high and abput a foot in diameter. The 
trunk was perfctly smooth from the roots 
tothe tuft of large plumous leaves at the 
top. I wanted to test the truth of some of 
the stories that I had heard about the 
climbing powers of the natives, and I took 
out my watch to time the young fellow. 
When I[ told him to “go” he started up the 
tree, monkey-fashion, his feet on opposite 
sides of the trunk and his hands clasping it 
so as to prevent him from faliing backward. 
And would you believe it? from the time he 
began thé ascent until he had reached the 
ground again, after he had gotten the nuts 
I desired, was only a minute and a half. 
There is not one white boy in a hundred 
who could have gotten up such a tree in an 
hour anda half, and for most of them the 
ascent would have been impossible. The 
young diver just spoken of had shown that 
he could be as nimble as a fish in the water; 
the climber I have mentioned had proven 
that he was as agile as a squirrel when 
among the trees of the forest. 


THE LEPER PRIEST. 


An Instance of Self-Devotion Unparalleled 
: in Modern History. 

All will admit that the element of unself- 
ishness must enter into the supremest in- 
stances of heroism, and, further, that the 
act must be spontaneous, the result of 
individual volition. The heroism which is 
nurtured by the love of giory or fame is 
manifestly on a lower plane than that which 
springs from the impulse of benevolent re- 
gard for others, and, in the wish to save or 
help, tramples upon the powerful instinct 
by which we cling to life. 

I can not think of any story of deliberate 
courage which rivals that of the leper 
priest of Molokai, writes a Philadelphia 
Press correspondent. His story has been 
told recently in the public press, and is 
known, doubtless, to many readers. The 
facts are briefly these. The Hawaiian 
Government banishes aj] lepers to the 
small island of Molokai. The lepers are 
the sole population. One may conceive the 
wretchedness and gloom of life in a com- 
munity deprived of all that makes life worth 
living; removed forever from kindred and 
friends; victims of an incurable and _ loath- 
somedisease; the prey of melancholy and 
despair. 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Honolulu, 
at a gathering of his clergyin 1873, ex- 
pressed his regret that he could send noone 
to these afflicted people with the consola- 
tions of religion and the sacred offices of the 
church. 

Forthwith from. one valiant soul in that 
assembly there came the response, like that 
of the prophet of old: “‘Heream I, send me!’ 
—a young priest of thirty-three, Father 


might help relieve and console those unfort- 
unates. . 

, For thirteen years he lived and labored 
among them, leading, directing and work- 
ing in all forms of skilled labor, as well as 
in his specific office of priest and spiritual 
guide, and then a new tie bound him to his 
flock; he became a leper even as they. 

The calm, sheer courage of this act of 
self-devotion and unshrinking self-sacrifice 
yields to few, if any, of the deeds of moral 
heroism known to story. In our age, atany 
rate, it stands alone and unparalleled.

BOOMERANG AND SPEAR. : 


How the Natives of Australia Use These | 
Two Peculiar Weapons. 

More has been written, and less is under- | 
stood, of the boomerang than of almost any 
other weapon, writes a Springfield (Mass.) 
Republican correspondent from Hobart, 
Tasmania. It is generally known to bea 
flat stick of wood bent into a shape which 
suggests a combination of a “‘V” anda“'U,” 
although with the extremities spread apart 
until they are at right angles with each 
other. In point of fact, boomerangs are of 
almost every shape, from semicircular to 
nearly straight, and seem to depend for their 
efficiency not so much upon the evident 
formas upon the curves which are shown 
upon their flat sides. If one takes a boom- 
erang and looks along the sharp outer edge, 
itis seen that this edge presents @ wavy | 
appearance—a delicately adjusted sinuosity 
like the line of along screw. This curve is | 
not elaborately fashioned or smoothed into| 
evenness; the hard wood of which the 
boomerang is usually made being picked 
out with short blows froma sharpened flint 
held in the hand, almost always shows, in- 
deed, infinite irregularities. 

What rule of construction the savage 
artificer follows eyen he himself would 
probably be unable tosay. Yet he has some 
definite plan in mind, no doubt, for while he 
chips and pecks away at the wood he takes! 
frequent squints along its edge to see how: 
his curves are progressing. I have never 
seen two boomerangs that were just alike, 
but all are similar in their relations of 
curves along the tlat side. The boomerang 
maker knows instinctively just where his 
boomerang will go when he throws it, al- 
though he never seems to aim any two in 
the same way. 

More lies have been told about the boom- 
erang than can be well enumerated, and 
nearly every Australian traveler comes 
back with a fresh assortment. One hears 
of men who can so throw a boomerang that 
it kills an enemy behind a tree and then 
comes 
owner, who thereupon hurls it on a fresh 
mission of carnage. A flock of frightened 
cockatoos, speeding in intricate gyrations 
through the air to escape the attack of 
natives who want a bird for dinner, are 
pursued at every turn by these erratic; 
weapons, which strike them down a dozen 
each, and so return to the hand that onat} 
them. Old wives’ fables, these, at which 
Australians laugh, knowing in the nature 
of things their falsity. In the first place 
the war boomerang is not made for return, 
and is only slightly bent, so that it may go 
hopping and bounding along the earth like 
a hoop, and make capacious holes in the 
body of the adversary. These are of hard, 
heavy wood, and ugly things to be hit 
withal; but the return boomerang is sim- 
ply a play-thing, or to be used in light hunt- 
ing, and, although it might give a man a 
painful rap, could not seriously injure him. 
As for the cockatoo story, it has this much 
of truth—that a native boomerang hurler, 
if he saw a flock flying by him in a straight 
course, could so cast his weapon as to come 
upon them unawares at a given point, and, 
perhaps, knock one down; but his boom- 
erang would drop, too, having no power of 
flight after it has struck any thing. 

The boomerang is sufficiently remarkable 
without being regarded in the light of a 
long bow, and drawn by every tourist in 
the colonies. It is held perpendicularly and 
taken firmly in the hand by one of its ex- 
tremities, with the other pointed forward, 
and is hurled with a full arm and assisted 
byarun and swing of the whole body. A 
slight turn of the wrist at the moment of 
discharge causes it to assume various er- 
ratic courses. Sometimes it will fly straight 
forward for one hundred oreven two hun- 
dred yards, then rise sharply to a great 
heigiut, lose its Iorce, anu lutter down tw 
the feet of the thrower. Again, it will rise 
in the air, swoop down with immense rap- 
idity, and skim around in a great semi- 
circle a few inches from the ground, rise 
once more, and return to the spot whence it 
started. It will also start off in a great 
swoop to the right, reverse it and turn to 
the left, skim around the thrower in a 
series of ever-narrowing circles, and, find- 
ing their center, fall into it like an ex- 
hausted bird. There is something uncanny 
about the thing; its movements are so un- 
expected and out of reason that it seems to 
be alive, and to take a savage delight in 
strange shoots and dashes, which make the 
“new chum’’ (Australian equivalent for 
‘“tenderfoot’’) dodge every time it turns, 
lest it should knock him on the head. 

The yarn about the Australian blacks al- 
ways throwing the boomerang with their 
backs to the object they desire to hit is a 
piece off the same ‘‘whole cloth” as the 
cockatoo fable, and the lie about the missile 
returning to its owner after killing the 
gentlemen behind the tree. An expert 
thrower can cause his boomerang to 
shoot behind him after a short preliminary 
excursion in front, and come very neara 
given object, but if he wants to hit any thing, 
either in hunting or war, he doesn’t fool 
away his time with the return boomerang, 
but throws a heavy, nearly straight one, 
which goes direct to the mark without any 
flourishes. Such is the boomerang—a two- 
formed utensil, with one shape for business, 
the other for sport. 

Another ingenious contrivance used by 
the natives is the handle and thong which 
they use in propelling their’ spears—these 
being generally of tapering, sharp-pointed 
sticks of hard wood, although sometimes 
tipped with flint or iron. Toadd to the 
force of their discharge some sable philoso- 
pher whose name is lost took a bit of thick 
stick about a foot long, fastened to one end 
"of it a strip of leather or cord terminat- 
ing in a socket, wherein to set the butt of 
his spear, and was ready for action. When 
the cord or strip of leather was laid along 
the spear, the handle came in the center, 
and was held on the under side of the 
weapon when it was cast. When the spear 
left the hand, the handle and its appendage 
of leather or cord remained, and by a dex- 
terous movement on the part of the thrower 
acted likea sling to accelerate the flight of 
the shaft. By this device,the spearman 
gained the same advantage that a siinger 
enjoys over a person who hurls a stone by 
his unaided arm—so that cases are known 
where spears thus hurled have flown two 
hundred yards, and gone completely through 
the body of the man who was unlucky 
enough to serve as a target. —

THE attention of the Regents ot 
the Nevada State University is 
called to the following from the 
Omaha Bee: As was to be ex- 
pected, the report of the inspector 
appointed to examine into the 
agricultural departments of the 
schools and colleges receiving Goy- 
ernment aid is far from being en- 
couraging. With few exceptions 
the colleges of the various States 
to which the Government has con- 
tributed valuable land grants for 
the purpose of teaching farmers’ 
sons the principles of agriculture 
have fallen far short of their du- 
ties. They have drifted away from 
their original design. They fail to 
educate for the farms, and their 
tendency is to discourage young 
men from the pursuit of agricult- 
ure by their meagre facilities and 
lack of interest in the study of ag- 
riculture. The attention of Secre- 
tary Rusk has been attracted to 
this abuse of the bounty of the 
Government. It is more than 
likely that the new Secretary of 
Agriculture will force these insti- 
tutions to comply more strictly 
with their obligations te the Gov- 
ernment, and make the agricultural 
colleges something better than a 
soft berth for superannuated poli- 
ticians.

ROCHEFORT BOUND OVER. 


Arrival at Mare Island of the 
Wrecked Apian Sailors.

Arrival of the Shipwrecked Nen- 
of-Warsmen. 
Special to the GAZETTE.] 

San Francisco, May 20. — The 
steamer Rockton, with 6 officers and 
150 men of the Vandalia and 12 officers 
and 300 men of the Trenton, arrived 
here this morning from Apia, under 
command of Captain N. H. Farquhar. 
Admiral Kimberly, 10 officers and 75 
men were left at Apia. 

LATEST FROM 
Special to the GAZETTE. | 

Arta, Samoa, May 1, 1889.— The 
shipwrecked officers and crews of the 
Trenton and Vandalia leave here on 
the steamer Rockton to-day for the 
Mare Island Navy Yard. The Rockton 
arrived here from Sydney April 29th, 
and when she was first sighted the 
Trenton and Vandalia sailors, who had 


been living on shore in barracks since 
the storm, greeted her with loud 
cheering. The Rockton was fitted out 
with berths, mattrasses, blankets and 
provisions for 450 men. Admiral 
Kimberly decided to send every man 
the steamer would take. All the sur 
vivors of the Vandalia, including § 
officers and 142 men, and 12 officers 
and 300 men from the Trenton, were 
sent on board. Besides the Admiral 
and his staff, 10 officers and 75 men 
remain here, and 60 men went on 
the Rockton. The boats had to pass 
close to the wrecks of the Trenton and 
Vandalia, and every boatload of 
‘gailors cheered the ships as they went 
by. Nearly the whole population saw 
the steamer depart, and she was loudly 
cheered by all. The Rockton will go 
direct to Mare Island. It is supposed 
that the 75 men who remain here will 
either be sent homé in the course of 
another month or will be transferred to 
other American warships which mav 
arrive here. The departare of the 
ship-wrecked sailors is greeted with a 
feeling of relief, as Apia is not large 
enough to accommodate so great a 
number of men without confusion re- 
sulting, and it was feared that serious 
illness might break out in town, owing 
to the crowded quarters of the men. 
In reply to Admiral Kimberly’s 
proclamation advising the natives to 
ive up war, he received a letter from 
lataafa, stating that he would stop 
the war, and expressing a wish that 
the United States might be given the 
sole protection of the islands, without 
interference from any other power. A 
letter was also received from Tama- 
sese which did not express a desire for 
peace. Its contents were not made 
public, and it was sent to Washington. 
‘ Admiral Kimberly declined to make 
the correspondence between himself 
and Tamasese public, stating that 
they must first go before the Depart- 
ment at Washington. An effort was 
made to obtain the correspondence be- 
tween the Admiral and Tamasese from 
Dr. Knapp, the German Consul, but 
the latter declined to give it for pub- 
lication. Consul Knapp said that he 
did not think Admiral Kimberly’s 
proclamation would amount to any- 
thing, as the Samoans were a lazy,

A LONG EARTHQUAKE: 


Presbyterian Report. 

New_York, May 20.—In the General ° 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
this morning the Committee on Chris- 
tian Unity reported that negotiations 
were in progress for a conference with 
the Congregationalists. A report of 
the work among the colored race in the 
South was submitted. It was shown 
that of 1,800,000 children of school age 
only 800,000 children attend school. 
It was stated that illiteracy among the 
blacks is increasing, and with it an, 
increase in the illiterate vote, which is 
being unscrupulously used by the poli- 
ticians. The suggestion that the negro 
be sent to Africa is impracticable, as 
there are 8,000,000 of them in the, 
United States, and, as they are born 
at the rate of 600 a day, it would. be 
impossible to build ships enough to 
carry them away. 

The Committee on Evangelical 
Work among emigrants emphasized 
the necessity of bringing this class 
under christian influence. The com- 
mittee recommended that a third sec- 
retary be appointed in the Board of 
Foreign Missions who will devote his 
time to the emigrant population. The 
Germans especially, the report held, 
should be looked after, and that the 
preaching to them must be in German.
